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in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  of  bones,  joints  and  glands  in  the 
community  is  the  result  of  the  safe  milk  campaign.  Pasteurisation 
protects  against  the  risk  not  only  of  tuberculosis  but  also  of  other 
milk-borne  diseases  such  as  undulant  fever. 

The  incidence  of  major  infectious  disease  has  been  small.  This  is 
the  fifteenth  consecutive  year  that  no  cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred 
in  children.  Immunisation  has  been  responsible  for  this  magnificent 
achievement. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  continued  during  the  year  for  children 
and  adults  in  the  age  group  of  six  months  to  40  years  and  was  also 
given  to  expectant  mothers  and  persons  at  special  risk. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  G.  H.  Birch,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  his  very  helpful  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment and  for  ±e  particulars  he  has  supplied  for  ±is  Report.  I wish 
also  to  thank  the  other  members  of  the  staff,  and  in  particular  Miss 
Eglon,  my  Secretary.

These  Hospitals  came  under  the  control  of  the  Woking  and 
Chertsey  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee  in  July,  1948. 


Geriatric  Services  and  the  Care  of  the  Chronic  Sick. 

There  are  66  staffed  chronic  sick  beds  at  Ottershaw,  Northcrofi 
(Egham)  and  Red  Roses  (Weybridge)  where  old  persons  who  have 
become  too  frail  or  sick  to  fend  for  themselves  may  be  looked  after 
and  rehabilitated  as  far  as  possible  by  physiotherapy,  remedial 
exercises  and  occupational  therapy. 

Arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  daily  admissions  to  these 
units  for  these  services.  Rotary  admission  whereby  patients  are 
admitted  for  two  months  and  discharged  home  for  four  months  has 
been  introduced  at  Northcroft  and  Ottershaw.  Temporary  admissions, 
to  enable  persons  looking  after  sick  patients  at  home  to  have  a holiday 
are  also  now  arranged. 

A convalescent  home  in  the  district  is  being  converted  for  chronic 
sick  beds.  The  130  extra  beds  so  provided  should  meet  the  ever 
increasing  demand  for  these  services  in  the  area  sensed  by  the  Woking 
and  Chertsey  Group  Management  Committee, 

In  October,  1958,  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  Surrey 
County  Council  appointed  a Geriatrician  to  assist  with  the  care  of 
the  elderly  sick  in  this  area. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  utilise  the  provisions  of  this  Section  for 
the  removal  of  an  old  lady  aged  91  years  who  was  living  alone  and 
who  was  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  Her  medical  attendant  and  I, 
on  more  than  one  occasion,  had  endeavoured  to  persuade  her  to  go 
into  hospital,  but  without  success,  and  as  her  general  condition  was 
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deteriorating  application  was  made  to  the  Court  to  have  her  removed 
to  St.  Peter’s  Hospital,  Chertsey.  She  settled  down  very  well  and 
was  removed  later  to  a home  in  Dorset  to  be  near  relatives. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948 — Burial  of  the  Dead. 

No  burials  under  the  above  Act  took  place  during  the  year. 

Mortuaries. 

One  mortuary  is  provided  for  the  Urban  District  and  is  situated  at 
the  Council’s  Depot,  Fordwater  Road,  Chertsey.  A cold  room  and 
trolley  hoist  have  been  installed  in  recent  years.

Water  Supply. 

The  district  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the  Woking  and  District 
Water  Company.  Samples  of  water  as  supplied  by  the  Company  are 
submitted  to  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination. 

During  the  year  twenty-three  samples  were  taken  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  at 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Guildford.  All  samples  were  of  the 
required  standard  of  bacteriological  purity. 

Four  samples  were  taken  by  the  Council’s  analyst  and  examined 
both  bacteriologically  and  chemically.  The  results  of  analysis  are 
tabulated  below:

Samples  of  water  supplied  by  the  Woking  and  District  Water  Com- 
pany to  the  Chertsey  Urban  District  Council  and  the  adjoining  district 
of  Walton  and  Weybridge  are  taken  monthly  at  different  points  and 
analysed  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically.  These  results  are 
reported  monthly  to  the  respective  Councils.  The  results  of  analysis 
show  that  a satisfactory  standard  has  been  maintained  throughout  the 
year. 

The  Public  Health  Department  takes  samples  of  main  water  twice 
monthly  so  that  a very  frequent  check  is  kept  on  the  bacteriological 
and  chemical  condition  of  the  main  supply.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  have  been  no  extensions  to  sewers  within  the  district  during 
1960,  with  the  exception  of  the  normal  extensions  to  new  housing 
estates. 

Work  on  the  new  main  sewerage  scheme  at  Lyne  commenced 
towards  the  end  of  the  year.  Three  houses  formerly  drained  to  cesspool 
were  connected  to  a private  sewer  during  the  year. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

Several  cases  of  alleged  pollution  were  investigated  with  the  Thames 
Conservancy  Officers.  In  several  instances,  waste  pipes  were  found  to 
be  discharging  into  ditches  or  the  River  Bourne.  These  were  rectified 
following  joint  representation.  Trade  waste  from  a factory  was  found 
to  be  discharging  into  a ditch.  Remedial  measures  were  expected  to 
commence  early  in  1961.

Three  750-gallon  Dennis  Cesspool  Emptiers  and  one  750/800- 
gallon  Bedford  Cesspool  Emptier  are  in  use  whole-time,  each  vehicle 
being  specially  equipped  for  dealing  with  the  contents  of  pail  closets. 

The  three  Dennis  vehicles  were  equipped  with  deodorising  units 
during  the  year,  and  these  considerably  reduced  the  offensive  smell 
arising  during  the  emptying  of  cesspools.

The  one  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  district  is  situated  in  the 
Chertsey  Ward,  and  is  registered  to  accommodate  forty-three  lodgers. 
During  the  year,  seven  visits  were  made  to  the  premises  which  were 
found  to  be  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner  and  to  comply  with 
the  byelaws. 

A considerable  number  of  tent  and  van  dwellers  continue  to  visit 
the  district  during  the  year  and  encamp  on  various  lands  for  variable 
periods.  Many  of  these  are  engaged  on  agricultural  work  for  farmers 
within  the  district. 

Clean  Air. 

Sixty-eight  visits  and  inspections  were  made  during  the  year,  and 
several  cases  of  alleged  nuisance  from  smoke  and  dust  were  dealt 
with.  Alternative  methods  of  disposing  of  industrial  waste  produced 
desired  improvements.  The  construction  of  a new  cupola  at  a factory 
was  commenced  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Eradication  of  Insect  Pests. 

Four  cases  of  infestation  in  Council  houses  and  six  in  private 
premises  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  the  necessary  disinfestation 
being  carried  out  by  the  Department. 

School  Canteens. 

The  spraying  of  school  canteens  was  undertaken  for  the  County 
Council,  twelve  canteens  being  treated  against  flies  in  the  early 
summer. 

A heavy  infestation  in  a canteen  of  gooseberry  or  clover  mites  was 
also  dealt  with. 

Fly  Control. 

The  treatment  of  the  refuse  tip  at  Lyne  against  flies  was  taken 
over  by  the  Department  during  the  Spring,  twice  weekly  treatments 
being  given  until  late  Autumn,  with  satisfactory  results.

Pest  Control. 

A Pests  Officer  is  engaged  whole-time  on  this  work  and  the  Ministry’s  recommended  methods  of  control  and  disinfestation  are  employed.

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951. 

Five  licences  were  granted  during  the  year. 

Swinuning  Pools. 

There  are  no  private  swimming  pools  in  the  district  to  which  the 
public  are  admitted.  The  Council  have  provided  and  maintain  a 
bathing  pavilion  with  accommodation  for  males  and  females,  on  the 
north  bank  of  the  River  Thames  near  Chertsey  Bridge;  during  the 
summer  months  an  attendant  is  also  provided. 

Schools. 

There  are  thirteen  County  Primary  schools,  four  secondary  schools, 
one  Grammar  school,  four  Boys’  Colleges  and  several  private  schools 
within  the  district.  All  obtain  their  drinking  water  from  the  main 
supply  of  the  Woking  and  District  Water  Company. 

One  Council  school  and  one  Boys’  College  are  provided  witn 
cesspool  drainage,  one  Boys’  College  is  drained  on  the  septic  tank 
system,  one  Boys’  College  and  two  private  schools  are  provided  with 
a complete  private  drainage  system,  and  the  remainder  all  have  main 
drainage. 

Housing  Act,  1957 — Overcrowding. 

All  cases  of  overcrowding  coming  to  notice  are  referred  to  the 
Housing  Committee  for  rehousing  as  and  when  accommodation 
becomes  available. 

Housing. 

At  ±e  end  of  the  year,  one  thousand,  four  hundred  and  sixty-six 
new  houses  and  flats  had  been  completed  by  the  Local  Authority  since 
1945.  There  were  in  course  of  erection  30  Council  houses  and  flats. 
Ninety-three  family  units  were  rehoused  in  Council  houses  or  requisi- 
tioned houses.  There  still  remains  a waiting  list  of  nine  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  applicants.  The  ever  increasing  demand  for  craftsmen 
and  skilled  labour  by  new  trading  estates  and  adjacent  factories  keeps 
this  figure  at  a consistently  high  level. 

Special  consideration  is  given  to  the  rehousing  of  families  where 
there  is  an  infectious  and  notified  case  of  tuberculosis  and  where 
there  are  young  children  at  risk,  the  aim  being  to  give  each  infectious 
case  a separate  bedroom. 
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Housing  Act,  1957,  Parts  II  2uid  III. 

During  the  year,  nine  Demolition  and  nine  Closing  Orders  were 
made,  twelve  families  were  re-housed,  and  8 houses  were  demolished. 

Four  houses  subject  to  Demolition  or  Closing  Orders  were  re- 
conditioned or  reconstructed  during  the  year,  and  the  Orders  were 
revoked  or  determined.

Caravan  Sites. 

The  use  of  caravans  for  permanent  or  semi-permanent  dwellings 
continues  in  the  district.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  twenty 
sites,  ranging  from  350  caravans  to  under  five  caravans  and  making 
a total  of  approximately  1,500  caravans.  Approximately  thirty  per 
cent,  of  these  were  on  authorised  sites,  600  on  existing  user  sites  and 
just  over  400  on  unauthorised  sites. 

Caravan  sites  in  the  Thames  Valley  are  often  dependent  on  well 
water  supply.  Frequent  sampling  is  necessary  to  ensure  that  the 
source  is  reasonably  safe,  or  whether  sterilisation  prior  to  use  is 
advisable. 


Brackendene  Site. 

This  site  of  160  caravans  was  taken  over  by  the  Council  during 
1959,  with  the  intention  of  gradually  running  it  down  in  numbers 
in  the  course  of  the  next  few  years.  The  present  figure  is  124. 

Mead  Lane  Site. 

There  are  200  caravans  on  this  site.  Several  improvements  were 
carried  out  during  the  year. 
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Chlldown  Hall  Site. 

This  site  is  on  land  belonging  to  the  Ministry  of  Works.  It  was 
not  found  possible  to  vacate  the  site  in  six  months  as  originally 
intended.  Additional  sanitary  facilities  have  been  provided. 

Ada’s  Farm,  Lyne  Lane. 

Further  steps  were  instigated  with  a view  to  legal  proceedings 
being  taken  to  clear  the  caravans  from  this  unauthorised  site  early 
in  1961. 


Twynersh  Farm,  St.  Ann’s  Road. 

This  site*  has  been  run  down  from  approximately  200  caravans 
to  112.  A conviction  has  been  obtained  for  non-compliance  with 
Enforcement  Notices  and  daily  penalties  can  now  be  sought. 

Mixnams  Farm. 

This  existing  user  site  of  .356  caravans  is  in  course  of  redev^elop- 
ment;  a main  water  supply  with  ablution  and  sanitary  blocks  are  being 
provided. 

Rose  Cottage  Orchard,  Brox  Lane. 

The  owner  has  agreed  to  instal  a main  water  supply  on  this  existing 
user  site. 


Municipal  Caravan  Site. 

The  acquisition  of  land  for  a municipal  caravan  site,  to  which 
improperly  sited  caravans  could  be  directed,  was  effected  by  the 
Council  during  the  year.  A site  at  Heathei^'ale,  New  Haw,  suitable 
for  100  caravans,  was  laid  out  and  virtually  completed  during  the 
year.  The  letting  of  plots  commenced  in  September. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  came  into 
force  on  the  29th  August,  1960. 

The  last  four  months  of  the  year  were  spent  by  the  Surrey  County 
Council,  as  local  Planning  Authority,  and  the  Chertsey  Council  in 
discussing  and  settling  the  planning  decisions  to  be  made  in  respect 
of  all  caravan  sites,  the  planning  permissions  being  prerequisites  to 
the  issue  of  site  licences  under  the  Act. 

The  Act  will  ensure  that  no  unauthorised  sites  are  established,  but 
the  problem  still  remains  of  providing  better  accommodation  for 
those  persons  already  on  these  unsatisfactory  sites.

Milk  Supply. 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  of  1949  the  Ministry'  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  is  responsible  for  the  supervision  ot 
clean  milk  production  on  the  farm. 

When  unsatisfactory  and  unhygienic  conditions  are  found  on  dairy 
farms  on  inspection  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  these  cases  are 
reported  to  the  County  Inspector  for  necessary  action.

Meat. 

The  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  continued  in  use  during  the  year. 

The  report  required  under  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  was 
submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in 
January,  and  ±e  “ Appointed  Day  ” for  ±e  district  was  fixed  by 
the  Minister  as  2nd  January,  1961.  This  is  the  day  on  and  after  which 
the  slaughterhouse  must  comply  with  all  applicable  regulations. 

Co-operative  relations  have  continued  to  exist  between  the  trade 
and  the  Local  Authority  and  its  Officers.  A large  percentage  of  the 
animals  killed  has  been  consigned  to  the  London  Markets. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty-five  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughter- 
house during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  examination  of  carcases  and 
offals. 

The  following  were  the  number  inspected:  —

The  total  weight  of  meat,  etc.,  condemned  was  8,688  lbs.  This 
figure  includes  one  part  of  a beef  carcase  affected  with  tuberculosis.

There  was  no  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cows  for  the  third 
successive  year. 
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Disposal  of  Meat  Unfit  for  Human  Consumption. 

The  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations,  1960,  brought 
about  welcome  changes  in  the  disposal  of  unfit  meat. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  all  such  meat  and  offal  from  the 
slaughterhouse  to  be  sterilised  at  the  local  knacker’s  yard,  and  similar 
arrangements  will  be  made  in  the  case  of  any  unfit  meat  arising  at 
butchers’  shops  etc. 

The  regulations  give  a reasonable  measure  of  control  to  Local 
Authorities  over  meat  from  knacker’s  yards  and  pet  meat  shops.

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955/60. 

The  Public  Health  Department  have  continued  during  the  year  to 
press  for  further  improvements  and  repairs  to  premises,  and  replace- 
ment of  defective  equipment  and  utensils.  We  have  found  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  of  great  help  in  effecting  this  but  we  realise  that 
no  lasting  good  can  materialise  unless  we  continue  to  visit  all  types  of 
food  premises  and  give  constructive  criticism  and  advice.  These 
visits  offer  also  an  opportunity  of  pressing  home  to  managers  and 
employees  matters  of  personal  hygiene  in  relation  to  food  handling. 

There  is  the  matter  of  window  display  and  display  of  food  not  under 
glass  on  a counter.  The  interpretation  of  the  regulations  is  a matter  of 
opinion  as  to  whether  the  food  is  under  risk  of  contamination,  and  this 
is  where  some  food  traders  do  not  always  see  our  point  of  view.  In 
five  cases,  however,  we  were  able  to  secure  protective  display  counters. 

The  Public  Health  Department  was  also  able  to  secure  the  pro- 
visions of  both  sinks  and  wash  hand  basins  in  many  cases.  It  is  some- 
times difficult  to  get  food  traders  to  realise  the  necessity  of  these  in 
the  prevention  of  cross  infection.  In  this  connection  swabs  from 
various  utensils  in  use  at  canteens  and  cafes  were  taken  and  with  only 
a few  exceptions  all  showed  a satisfactory  bacterial  count. 
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The  provision  of  First  Aid  equipment  was  secured  in  three  cases. 
It  is  obligatory  for  food  handlers  with  any  cuts  or  abrasions  to  keep 
them  covered  with  a waterproof  dressing. 

It  is  equally  important  for  the  general  public  to  realise  that  if  they 
expect  a high  standard  of  hygiene  in  shops  and  restaurants  and  let 
this  be  known  they  will  get  it.  With  a discerning  public  a shop, 
unmindful  of  hygiene,  will  soon  lose  trade. 

Four  hundred  and  two  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  hygiene 
in  food  premises,  44  preliminary  notices  were  served,  requiring  works 
to  be  carried  out,  28  were  complied  with,  this  latter  figure  including 
notices  served  prior  to  1960.

These  grades  refer  to  the  degree  of  bacteriological  purity.  Grades 
I and  II  are  considered  of  a satisfactory  standard.  When  samples  fall 
into  Grades  III  and  IV  a careful  check  is  made  at  the  plants  con- 
cerned and  manufacturers  are  advised  on  cleansing,  sterilisation  and 
hygienic  preparation. 

In  addition,  thirty  iced  lollies  were  collected  and  found  to  be  of  a 
satisfactory  standard.

The  administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  1938-1950,  is  carried  out  by  the  Surrey  County 
Council. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  table  of  work  done  in  the  Chertsey 
Urban  District  during  1960:  — 
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Legal  proceedings  in  respect  of  a sample  of  Casserole  Meat  sold  as  Stewed  Steak  were  instituted 
against  a firm  of  grocers.  On  conviction  they  were  fined  £5,  with  £2  costs.

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

Only  four  cases  were  notified.  Two  were  schoolboys  in  attendance 
at  different  schools.  The  other  cases  occurred  in  pre-school  children. 
The  four  cases  were  not  connected  in  any  way. 

In  England  and  Wales  in  1959,  48,000  were  notified  with  only  one 
death.  This  disease  has  shown  a steady  diminution  in  fatality  over 
the  past  twenty  years,  for  in  1939  it  caused  181  deaths.  Antibiotic 
drugs  for  the  treatment  of  this  and  other  streptococcal  infections  have 
played  the  main  part  in  this  improvement. 

Diphtheria. 

No  cases  were  notified. 

This  is  the  fifteenth  consecutive  year  in  which  no  cases  have 
occurred  in  children  up  to  school  leaving  age.  This  remarkable  success 
has  been  achieved  mainly  by  two  injections  of  prophylatic  at  a month’s 
interval,  beginning  at  about  eight  months  of  age  and  followed  by  a 
single  booster  dose  on  entering  school  and  a second  four  years  later. 
It  should  be  remembered  that  the  immunity  cannot  be  guaranteed 
for  more  than  five  years  following  the  last  injection,  so  the  supple- 
mentary doses  at  four  years  interval  are  required  during  school  age. 

The  following  extract  from  the  Annual  Report  of  1935,  the  year 
in  which  I was  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Chertsey 
Urban  District,  shows  a different  picture:  — 

“ Twelve  clinical  cases  of  diphtheria  and  four  nasal  carriers  of 

the  organism  were  admitted  to  Ottershaw  Infectious  Diseases 

Hospital.  One  death  occurred.” 

In  England  and  Wales  1959  was  the  first  year  in  the  last  one 
hundred  years  in  which  no  deaths  were  ascribed  to  diphtheria.  Never- 
theless, the  number  of  notified  cases  has  increased  in  the  last  three 
years.  Since  1958  there  have  been  several  outbreaks  in  infant  and 
junior  schools  in  North  and  South  London,  so  it  is  evident  that  it  is 
particularly  important  that  children  entering  school  for  the  first  time 
should  receive  a reinforcing  dose  of  diphtheria  prophylactic  and  again 
three  or  four  years  later. 

The  following  figures  give  the  Immunity  Index  at  the  end  of  1960, 
showing  the  percentage  of  children  who  have,  within  the  last  five  years, 
received  either  their  first  course  of  injections  or  a subsequent 
reinforcing  dose.

Poliomyelitis. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  poliomyelitis  was  again  absent  from 
the  district. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  continued  actively  during  the 
year  for  all  those  up  to  the  age  of  40  years.  In  the  age  range  six 
months  to  16  years  it  is  estimated  that  the  percentage  protected  was 
raised  from  90  to  94. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

Vaccination  is  usually  required  prior  to  travel  to  foreign  countries 
and  is  an  essential  personal  protection  in  countries  where  smallpox  is 
endemic.

Pneumonia. 

Only  four  cases  were  notified.  Three  of  these  cases  were  acute 
primary  pneumonia  occurring  in  patients  aged  77  and  68  years  and 
one  year  and  notified  from  the  local  general  hospital.  All  were 
admissions  from  outside  the  district  (Woking  2,  Windlesham  1). 

The  fourth  case  was  acute  influenzal  pneumonia  occurring  in  a 
female  patient  aged  32  years  and  treated  at  home. 

Erysipelas 

The  three  cases  of  erysipelas  were  notified  from  an  institution  for 
mental  defectives. 

Measles. 

Only  seven  cases  of  measles  were  notified,  ±is  being  a non-epidemic 
year. 

Whooping  Cough 

Thirty-two  cases  were  notified,  mainly  in  the  age  group  5-10  years. 

Four  children  aged  4 months,  7 months,  1 year  and  3 years  were 
admitted  to  Ottershaw  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  from  caravan  sites. 
All  made  uncomplicated  recoveries.

Dysentery. 

Ten  cases  were  notified.  Eight  of  these  occurred  in  an  Institution 
for  Mental  Defectives,  six  being  of  the  Sonne  type  and  two  Flexner. 

One  further  case  of  Sonne  Dysentery  was  notified  from  St.  Peter’s 
Hospital,  Chertsey,  in  a patient  admitted  from  outside  the  district 
(Egham). 

Only  one  case  occurred  locally  in  a girl  aged  7 years  in  Addlestone. 

Food  Poisoning 

Two  cases  were  notified — both  from  St.  Peter’s  Hospital,  Chertsey, 
and  were  due  to  Salmonella  Typhimurium.  One  was  admitted  to 
hospital  from  a neighbouring  district.  The  source  of  infection  was 
not  traced  in  the  remaining  case,  a child  aged  one  year.

Home  Conditions. 

The  Medical  Oflicer  of  Health  has  detailed  knowledge  of  the  home 
conditions  of  all  persons  notified  to  him  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
from  personal  visits  as  well  as  from  reports  from  the  Health  Visitor. 
He  is  thus  in  a position  to  advise  on  the  housing  requirements  of  the 
family  concerned.  The  patient  should  be  isolated  at  least  to  the 
extent  of  having  a bedroom  to  himself.  Advice  is  given  on  the 
necessity  of  strict  precautions  as  to  proper  disposal  of  sputum  and  on 
general  matters  of  hygiene. 

Tuberculosis  Care  Committee. 

The  local  area  Care  Committee  includes  the  Chertsey  district  in  its 
sphere  of  activities.  It  helps  tuberculous  persons  and  their  families 
who  require  assistance  and  advice.  Cases  were  helped  during  the  year

with  extra  nourishment^  clothing,  household  necessities  and  handi- 
craft materials.  Children  who  were  contacts  with  active  cases  at  home 
were  provided  wi±  seaside  and  country  holidays. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1925. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  these  Regulations  regarding  tuber- 
culous employees  in  the  milk  trade. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  172. 

No  action  was  needed  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of 
infectious  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis  whose  lodging  or 
accommodation  prevented  the  adoption  of  proper  precautions  in  the 
control  of  the  disease. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  hav'e  modified  the  age  range  for  those  to 
whom  B.C.G.  vaccination  can  be  offered.  This  embraces  children 
over  13  years  and  includes  students  attending  universities,  teacher 
training  colleges,  technical  colleges  or  other  establishments  of  further 
education.  If  circumstances  warrant  it,  children  who  have  reached 
10  years  can  also  now  be  vaccinated. 

The  tuberculin  test  is  used  to  indicate  whether  the  child  is 
susceptible  to  tuberculosis,  and  if  so  found  B.C.G.  vaccination  is 
carried  out. 

Approximately  62  per  cent,  of  the  children  in  the  age  groups  were 
tested  and  if  was  found  necessary  to  vaccinate  over  90  per  cent,  of 
these.
